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from the camp of the regulators, seve- 
ral cannon balls were fired over their 
heads. 

Major Flood declining to accept the 
commission of the Governor, Benjamin 
Clifford of Quincy took command of 
the volunteers to defend Nauvoo 

The mob continued advancing, firing 
their cannon. At about five p.m., 
they halted, and shortly retired a 
short distance and camped for the 
might. During the night there was 
geome skirmishing between the hostile 
forces. 

Next day, September the 11th, with 
the overwhelming mob force witbin 
gon range of their defences, the citi- 
gens of Nauvoo anxiously waited for 
the reinforcement which Major Parker, 
upon leaving, gave them reasons to 
hope would be sent to their relief from 
the Governor. But no reinforcement 
came, anu it was now too evident that 
they must rely upon their own re- 
evurces. 

The besieved, in their strait, remem. 
bered that there were two steamboat 
shafts which had lain for years on the 
banks of the Mississippi. These the 
citizens of Nauvov hastily transformed 
into cannon. 

The companies paraded at the Tem- 
pe at an early bour, and Captain 

illiam Anderson chose a band of 
@elect men for flankers and sbarp- 
shooters, who were armed witn repeat 
ing rifles. These proceeded to ‘* Squire 
Wells,” and organized under the 
mame of the ‘Spartan band,” with 
Anderson captxin in command, and 
Alexander McRae second captain. 
They then moved to the La Harpe 
road and ambushed in a corn field. 

The mob advanced in solid columns 
to the La Harpe road, when the Spar. 
tan band became nearly surrounded 
by their flankers, but the Spartans 
beat a retreat under a close fire, which 
they returned vigorously, and retired 
fin good order, in spite of the en. 
emy’s artillery, which poured after 
them grape and canister. They re- 
treated towards the town, where a line 
df defence had been hastily thrown 

ip, ander which they took shelter. 
the mob dispatched their horse to take 
age of it, but were driven back 
y ® spirited cannonade. Several 
times during the day the mobattempted 
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to outflank the volunteers, but were 
as often checked by counter moves; 
and, after their last repulse, they 
retired to the brow of the hill and 
entrenched themselves for the night 
in the field of Hyrum Smith, the 
martyr. 

During the night the defenders were 
not idle, having erected breastworks, 
In the morning a flag of truce wag 
brought in, with a demand from 
Brockman for the surrender of the 
city. This was rejected, and then 
commenced the ‘‘ Great Battle.” 

The defenders went into line early, 
each company taking up its respective 
position. Col, Johnson being now 
sick, the command fell upon Lieut.. 
Col. Wm. E. Cutler, with Daniel H. 
Weils as his aid. During the battle 
Captain Anderson, commander of the 
Spartan band, and his son, were 
killed. He died encouraging his men 
with his last words. The action 
lasted one hour and twenty minutes, 
when the mob retreated, carrying 
their dead and wounded in convey- 
ances brought up; but his men were 
so exhansted that they laid down by 
their guns, unable to leave their po- 
sition until they had received refresh- 
meuts, so overpowering had been the 
excitement of the battle. As soon, 
however, as they were refreshed, and 
had taken care of their dead and 
wounded, the companies resumed the 
positions they bad held in the morn- 
ing, and repaired their defences in 
anticipation of another attack. The 
command of the Spartan band, after 
the fall of Anderson, devolved on 
Captains Alexander McRae and Almon 
L. Fuller. 

The Warsaw Signal, the mob or- 
gan, in that day’s bulletin said : 

‘*The battle lasted from the time 
the first feint was made, until our 
men were drawn off, an hour and a 
quarter. Probably there is not on 
record an instance of a longer con- 
tinued militia fight. The Mormons 
stood their ground manfully, but 
from the little execution done by 
them, we infer that they were not 
very cool or deliberate. Their loss 
is uncertain, as they had taken spe- 
cial pains to conceal the number of 
their dead and wounded.” 

Mayor Wood and his companions 


| 
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returned to Quincy after the Satur- 
day’s battle. They immediately called 
g public meeting, at which it was 
decided that a committee of one hun. 
dred should go to settle the diffi 
culties in Hancock County. On the 
Tuesday following the committee of 
one hundred arrived ; but it was soon 
discovered by the defenders that they 
were the strongest anti Mormons that 
Adams County could raise. It had 
been resolved that, if the Quincy 
committee did not succeed in expell. 
ing the citizens of Nauvoo by a 
treaty, they would join the mob force, 
for which reason Mayor Wood and his 
colleagues refused to be of their num- 
ber. 

Immediately after the arrival of the 
Quincy committee, a lengthy corre 
spondence was exchanged, and the 
following treaty executed: | 

** Articles of accommodation, treaty 
and agreement made and entered into 
this 16th day of December, A.D. 1846, 
between Almon W. Babbitt, Joseph 
L. Heywood and John S. Fullmer, 
trustees in trust for the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, of 
the one part, Tiomas B. Brockman, 
commander of the posse, and John 
Carlin, special constable and civil 
head of the posse of Hancock County, 
of the second part, and Andrew John 
son, chairman of the citizens of 
Quincy, of the third part: 

1st.—The city of Nauvoo will sur. 
render. The force of Col. Brockman 
to enter and take possession of the 
city to-morrow, the 12th of Septem- 
ber, at three o’clock, p.m. 
2d.—The arms to be delivered to 
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the Quincy committee, to he returned 
on the crossing of the river. 

3d.—The Quincy committee pledge 
themselves to use their influence for 
the protection of persons and pro- 
perty from all violence, and the officers 
of the camp and the men piedge them- 
selves to protect all persons and pro- 
perty from violence. 

4th.—The sick and helpless to be 
protec'ed ard treated with humanity. 

5th.—The Mormon population of 
the city to leave the State or dis- 
perse as soon as they can cross the 
river. 

6:h.—Five men, including the trus- 
tees of the Church (William Pickett 
not of their number), to be permit- 
ted to remain in the city for the dis- 
position of property, free from all 
molestation and personal violence. 

7th.—Hostilities to cease imme- 
diately, and ten men of the Quincy 
committee to enter the city in the 
execution of their duty as soon as 
they think proper. 

We, the undersigned, subscribe to, 
ratify, and confirm the foreyving ar- 
ticles of accommodation, treaty and 
agreement, the day and year first | 
above written.

The assemblage was called to order 
by President Brigham Young. 

The choir sang— 

My God, the spring of all my joys, 
The life of my delights. 

The epening prayer was offered by 
President John W. Young. 

Sweet is the work, my God, my King, 

To praise thy name, give thanks, and 

sing, 
was fees. by the choir. 

President Brigham Young addressed 
the congregation. In the course of 
his remarks he stated that the Con- 
ference was called to answer the de- 
sires of the Latter-day Saints; pro- 
bably quite a number of the brethren 
would speak, and the discourses would 
be necessarily brief. He gave some 
valuable and pointed instructions re- 
lative to the course the people should 
pursne to accomplish the building up 
of the kingdom of God, defining many 
of their practical duties. 

Elder George Q. Cannon was the 
next speaker. The great variety of 


‘circumstances in which we _ were 


placed and the growth of the work 
of God required that we should be 
continually instructed regarding our 
duties. It was of vital importance 
that we should seek to be more united. 
There was a greater desire among the 
people toward union than ever here- 
tofore manifested. The cause of union 
would be advanced if all who had any 
dissatisfaction existing jn their feel- 
ings towards their brethren, from 
any cause, would seek to clear such 


‘ matters away. Those who did not 


take this course were not living in 


‘the spirit of the Gospel. He was 


glad that President Brigham Young 
would instruct the Twelve, in their 
travels throughout the Church, to 


have wrongs known to exist righted, 


There was not the degree of love 
and charity among us that there should 
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be. There was too much of a spirit of 
fault finding, which tended to alienatg 
the Saints from each other. If there 
was a feeling rankling in the heart of 
a member of the Church who thought 
he was injured by his brother, and he 
talked to others about the real or sup. 
posed wrong he had endured, he had 
no right to partake of the Sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper. It was the 
duty of that man to go privately to 
the party be supposed had injured 
him and endeavor to have the ill 
feeling abolished. Unless a proper 
course was taken in such matters, 
the spirit of God would be driven 
away, confidence would be broken 
and union prevented. If we took 
& proper course in this respect it 
would be a blessing to us. It wag 
the right of the servants of the Lord 
to admonish and chasten the people 
when they did wrong, but it was not 
our privilege to animadvert upon the 
character of our brethren and sisters, 
We should never say anything about 
people in their absence that we should 
blush to say in their presence. The 
Lord said if we would come unto 
him he would show us our weak. 
nesses. 

Elder Cannon exhorted the Saints 
to faithfulness, and desired that the 
Lord would pour out his spirit to en- 
able us to see more of our own faults 
than those of our neighbors 

President Daniel H. Wells fol- 
lowed. He believed it was the aim 
and desire of the great majority of 
the Latter-day Saints to do the will 
of God. It was that for which we had 
come to the Valleys of the Mountains, 
where we could be more united in 
carrying out the designs of the Al- 
mighty in the building up of his 
kingdom. We could not do this in 
a scattered capacity. We should di- 
vest ourselves of those errors that 
conflicted with the Gospel. We should 
be united temporally and spiritually. 
We cling tenaciously to ideas that we 
had imbibed through tradition and 
custom, regarding temporalities. There 
was but little difference of view —— 
us, however, with regard‘to spiritu 
doctrine. It was necessary that we 
should be educated to a point where 
we would be able to adopt a proper 
mode of action in the ordinary affairs

of life. It wasa part of our religion 
to be economical, careful, to beautify 
and cultivate the earth, to have good 
habitations, and to see that all were 
well provided with the good things of 
life. It was the highest type of charity 
to direct labor and industry, to enable 
people to obtain a foothold and sus- 
tain themselves. It was far in ad- 
vance of the system of dealing out 
a transient pittance to the needy. 
Presi!ent B. Young had done more 
to substantially benefit bis fellow 
creatures in that regard than any 
other man that he was aware of. 
We were here ready to receive the 
direction of the will of onr Father 
in heaven, to prepare for the coming 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
We wished to be citizens of his gov- 
ernment, and if we attained to that 
privilege we would have to be united, 
and lay aside malice, ill-will and every- 
thing tending to divide our interests 
and feelings. If we did not command 
the confidence of each other, how 
could we command the confidence of 
God ? 

The speaker adverted to the deplo- 
rable state of affairs existing in the 
world, regarding the temporal inter- 
ests of the people, and exhorting the 
Saints to listen to the instructions that 
the Lord, who desired to place us be- 
yond such condi ions, was willing to 
give us, through his appointed channel. 
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Elder John Sharp addressed the 
Conference. We should ask ourselves 
the question whether we were living 
in accordance with the principles of 
the Gospel we professed to have 
adopted. The practice of them 
brought peace, joy and love, and 
the confidence ot our Father. He 
expected of his children that they 
would love one another, The spirit 
that we enjoyed from pursuing so 
consistent a course directed us in our 
labors and buoyed us up under every 
circumstance. The individual who 
practiced righteousness, and songht 
to benefit his neighbors and honor 
God, enjoyed a happiness that was 
beyond comparison. We had a house 
to build to the name of God in this 
city, in which we could receive the 
blessings and ordinances of the Gospel. 
[t required faith and works tuo erect 
it. The people were asked to con- 
tribute to its construction, ad they 


should respond with alacrity, to the 


exteut of their power. 

President Brigham Young addressed | 
the Conference. He delivered a lucid 
and powerful discoarse upon some of 
the evils existing in the world, and in 
relation to the practical duties of the 
Latter-day Saints. 

The choir sang an anthem— 

O! praise the Lord. 
Prayer by Elder Lorenzo Snow. 
Adjourned till two p.m.

Auti-polygamists say that the poly- 
nativus of Asia are mure corrupt 


than civilized (/) monozamic Christen- 
dom. ‘The writer’s observations, «u- 
ring a three years residence in Cal- 
cutta, Bombay, and Kurrachbee, justi- 
fies the emphatic denial of such asser- 
tion. 

The sins of India, barring ber idol- 


-atry, are homeopathic by the side of 


those of Christendom. Before the 
conquest of Scinde—(a province in 
which the writer tarried a year,) by 
Sir Chas. Napier, adultery was puu- 
ished by cautectizing and disqualifying 
the persons of the guilty; uow, like 


of 
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in her sister provinces, the crime is 
winked at. When Captain Cook dis- 
covered ‘the Sandwich Islands, there 
were nearly a balf a million of people 
on them; now, King Kalakaua has 
but about 40000 subjcts. The de- 
‘population is due solely to the social 
evil, and whisky, introduced by the 
whites. 

Parts of China, Japan, Africa, and 
Australia, are all suffering from the 
same terrible vices, entailed by the 
Caucasians. Missionaries and many 
others attest these facts. 

Years ago, in our own Utah, the 
Sanpitches and Goshutes were two 
prosperous tribes of Indians, After a 
while, an army was quartered in their 
midet. Rarely now is an Indian of 
either tribe to befound. An incurable 
disease (to the ignorant Indian, who 
knew nu remedy, being, till then, a 
stranger to the vice which provoked 
it) and U.S. whisky did the sad work 
of their destruction. 

The science of life teaches, that 
during the periods of gestation and 
lactation, the mother should be free 
from the too frequent embraces of her 
husband. It is conceded that this 
course will promote the growth and 
development of a bealthier offspring. 
Polygamy certainly favors this con 
summation more than monogamy. 

As a rule, man’s vitality and powers 
of reproduction are comparatively in 
exhaustible, and his ability to ** multi 
ply and replenish the earth” continues 
through life ; while woman is limited, 
not alone as to the number of children, 
but by the time the meridian of life is 
reached, her fecundity deserts her. 

If the **‘ Mormons” were a sensual 
poor as is so uncharitably charged 

y enemies, how much cheaper and far 
more fashionable and popular it would 
be for us to follow the numerous ex. 
amples set us all over the civilized(?) 
world. Now we are all limited to one 
or more loving and beloved de facto 
wives, mothers of doting children. If 
we were to imitate, in our domestic 
relations, the great social evil marts of 
this Nation—in which it is estimated 
there are some 400000 ‘‘ fallen wo- 
men,” and in the neighborhood of 


2,000 000 leprous men—we would not 
be proscribed as to the number and 
variety of unlawful assuciates—more- 
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over, we would be comparatively free 
from the many cares and anxieties 
incident to large and increasing fami- 
lies, and also free from the odium 
which is now put upon us by the un- 
thinking world. It is also true, that 
by discarding polygamy we are pro- 
mised admission into the Union of 
States,—assured freedom from vexa- 
tions lawsuits, and the deprivation of 
vur ‘liberties and pursuits of happi- 
ness ;’ we are told that if we will 
adopt the prevailing kind of polygamy, 
to the abandonment of the patriarchal 
order, all our sins and other errors, 
including ‘‘ Mormon fanaticism,” will 
be condoned and completely covered 
with the mantle of monogamic charity. 

In this connection, with admirable: 
propriety, we could quote the words 
of Rolla, the Peruvian Leader: ‘‘ We 
seek no change, least of all such change 
as this would bring us.” 

In the year 1870, the citizens of 
Utah stood proudly in advance of the 
aggregated people of this Republic in 
many material respects; we had a 
much smaller per cent. of paupers, 
convicts, idiots, and illiterates, anda 
much higher per cent. of school attend- 
ants, church edifices, and printing and 

ublishing establishments, than the 
U.S. and Territories taken together. 
During the current decade, we hope 
to greatly expand this difference, 
making our advancement more appa- 
rent ; and judging the future by the 
past, we are assured that the principle 
of life-multiplying and promoting 
polygamy will impart material strength 
to this enviable development. 

The gratifying difference between 
the practice of Bible polygamy and 
enforced Pagan monogamy, is seen in 
the almost entire absence in the for- 
mer, and the fearful prevalency in 
the latter, of the following character- 
istics: foundlings, foeticides, infanti- 
cides, abortions, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, divorces, doubtful paternities, 
and unfruitfulness of women ; none of 
these follow in the wake of patriarchal 
marriage, when practised in the spirit 
and meaning of God’s holy law, while 
they are the ever present attendant of 
the other, so called purer system. 

It is conceded by most of our hottest 
enemies that, barring polygamy, we 
are a good people, honest, temperate,

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industrious, economical, self-denying, 


and upright. In view of these facts, 
js it not tellingly strange that our 
avowed daylight marriages should be 
regarded with so much holy borror, 
and the adoption of the unacknow. 
ledyed, illegitimate, disease- provoking 
relations, recommended instead ? for 
by instituting vexatious lawsuits 
against the devotees of the one—fining 
and immuring them in dungeons for 
years—and by licensing the existence 
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and practice of the other, the force of 
the proposition becomes unmistakably 
apparent. In plainer words, we are 
invited to liwe with as many women as 
we please, but never—except in illicit 
communion—maintain the relation of 
husband and wife, and if by accident, 
children should accrue, if they cannot 
poesibly be destroyed either before or 
after birth, their paternity must, to 
them, always remain a profound secret.

COMING RESULTS OF THE RUSSU TURKISH WAR,

speculation is rife as to what may be 
the issue of the war now commenced 
between Russia and Turkey, it is de 
sirable to summarize the results which 
we have from time to time indicated 
in this journal as foreshadowed’ in 
Daniel and Revelations tv be intro- 
duced by this predicted Russo-Turkish 
struggle.

enlarged and enlightened conception of mankind, with all its imperfections 
of organization, tradition, education, selfishness and individual capacity and 
impetfection. 

Every man who is a Savior in deed, should by virtue of his calling seek to 
become a prvficient student of the secrets of human nature, adapting himself 
to the peculiarities of those he is sent tu save, entering into their individuality, 
grappliny with their prejudices, bearing with their ignorance, being patient 
with their perversity, aud lenient with their faults; yet persistent in effort, 
vatiring in instruction, irreprvachable in example, and withal filled with that 
kindly sy mpathy aud charity (which while i¢ expects results) realizes the mighty 
influence of tradition and malpractice reaching from the generations of a for- 
gotten or unkuown, yet iufluential past, 

Now the E-ders of Israel are called expres-ly to this, they are sent out into 
the natious tu cope with these evils that are the growth of antiquity; with these 
organizations which are the ontcome of much wrong doing; with these men and 
wowen who are slaves tu tradition and inheritors of folly; to meet the poverty, 
adversity, aud stulidity of ignurauce; and not to meet alone, but to plant 
in some the germs of rational and natural progress, though it may be in- 
apirational in conception, execution, aud results; God hath sent these mes- 
senyers tv the nuallous, and though mauy a time they may feel beset by difh- 
culties, aud surruuuded by enewuies, and probably discouraged because of 
seeMluy Lou-success ; they way enquire in view cf all the circumstances as 
did the Apostiex, ** Who 1s sutticient for these things” (2 Cor., ii, 16); they 
may feei weak, iguorant, powerless, after the manner of men, yet ‘in 
God is their sirength,” “*he is a sure defenckh in every time of trouble,” 
and it is only by seeking unto bim, by humbling themselves before him, 
by ciatwing the inspirativn of his spirit, and the fulfillment of the prophecies 
and promises of ins servanis, that they can carry the serious responsibilities 
which belong to, and are inseparable from the ministry of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ Lord. 

Now in view of these facts, while itis a grand thing for the people to be 
Withiy reach of the counsel, advice and sympathy of the Elders, i: is also a 
graud thing that the Kiders are within reacu of the counsel, advice and sym- 
pathy of those of more eularzed experieuce, of those who by virtue of official 
position, with ali its’ advantages ef still higher association, and promised 
blessity, because of responsibility, are able and disposed to winlster unto 
them of that fuilness which they have received, or to which they are entitled ; 
aud whether their duty may suggest encouragement, counsel, reproof, or 
Correction in dectrine or hile, When it comes from a full heart, animated by the 
divine spirit, toned by experience and habits of duty, and gloritied by consis- 
tent individual character, it becomes ‘‘a savor of life unto life,” confidence 
is mutual, heart bea’s to heart, friendship is cemented, and love created, 
and this is viten perpetuated thruugh all tue contingencies of future hfe ; such 
Men trust each viler, yet huld each other sacred, and when trouble, sorrow, 
@rror or temptation comes they feel certain that this mutual confidence will 
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never be betrayed, it will continue unshaken and unmoved, the unselfishness 
of a kindred, kindly, Godlike spirit will always give that ‘‘ good word which 
when fitly spoken,” is as the wise man said, ‘‘ like apples of gold in pictures of 
silver.” H. W. N,

Prest. Galbraith then read the 
financial report from June 30, 1876, 
to —_ 30, 1877, which was unani 
mously accepted. He then read the 
statistical repurt for the past year, 
which was as follows: Branches, 12; 
Elders, 53 ; Priests, 19; Teachers, 8 ; 
Deacons, 11; members, 281; total, 
372. Baptized, 51; cut off, 17; died, 
2; emigrated, 10. The general autho 
rities of the Church as now organized 
in Zion were then presented and una- 
nimously sustained. Joseph F. Smith 
was sustained President of the Europ- 
ean Mission. Wm. W. Galbraith was 
sustained as President, and Stephen 
L. Richards as Traveling Elder in the 
Manchester Conference. It was also 
resolved that the Saints sustain the 
local Priesthood and one anvuther by 
their faith, prayers, and good works. 

The various Branch Presidents tes 
tified that the majority of the Saints 
through the Conference were feeling 
well in their religion, and endeavoring 
to live irs requirements, the feeling of 
emigration being very strong in some 
of the Branches. 

Prest. Galbraith made some encou- 
raging remarks, called on the Saints 
to organize a Sunday school in each 


Branch, exhoried also the several 
Presidents to support their Branches, 
and the Saints to support their Pre- 
sidents, so as to promote the growth 
of unity among them. 

Prest. Joseph F. Smith spoke about 
thirty minutes relative to his visit to 
St. George in April last, his attend- 
ance at the Conference in the Temple, 
his reappointment to this Mission, 
and tbe pleasure he felt in the labors 
of the holy ministry, and the prospe- 
rity of the work of God. His remarks 
were listened to throughout with great 
interest by all present. 

Choir sang—‘‘ Come dearest Lord,” 
etc. Benediction by Elder W. A, 
Smoot. 


2.30 p.m. 

After singing by the choir, the 
meeting was opened with prayer by 
Elder A. O. Smoot. Choir sang— 
‘*God moves in a mysterious way,” etc. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt spoke on the 
valne of the ordinances of the Gospel, 
and exhorted the Saints and strangers 
to investigation, declaring that of all 
people on the face of the earth, the 
Latter-day Saints were the most de- 
serving of the name of Christians. 

Elder C. W. Nibley then testified to 
the truth of the Gospel, calling atten- 
tion to where it is written—‘‘ To the 
law and to the testimony; if they 
speak not according to this word, it is 
because there is no light in them” 
(Isaiah viii, 20); also Jesus had said, 
** Tf any man will do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be of 
God or whether I speak of myself” 
(John vii, 17). If the peuple will do 
this, they will be able to apply the test 
for themselves. He earnestly prayed 
that all such searchers after truth 
might be guided by the Spirit of God.

Elder Wm. Paxman expressed the 
great pleasure he lad in rising to 
speak in defence of the principles 
which he believed ; he knew how un. 

pular they were, but onpopularity 
is as Nothing compared with truth, and 
truth would stand in spi'e of all that 
could be done by the unrighteous to 
prevent it. The Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is eternal truth, and he (Elder 
Paxman) had received the authority 
of that Gospel, and power to go forth 
aud teach its doctrines, and to testify 
that the God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, had again revealed it in this 
our day, so that itis the privilege of 
all men to be recipients of its bles 
sings and enjoy the same.

Said some people were apt to think 
there could not be ‘*so much smoke 
without some tire,” yet he could assure 
them there was no fire, nor even smoke 
in most ‘of these slanders—nothing 
only mist and fog. Referred to the 
fact that Jobn D. Lee, about whem 
there was so much excitement, and 
others, bad been kept in prison for 
months and years, pending their trials, 
by the federal courts, in order that 
they might extort from them con 
fessions that might be construed as 
evidence against President Youny and 
other leading members of the Church ; 
and although Jobn D. Lee confessed 
all he knew, nothing he ever said 
could in fairness be sv construed ; not 
that he would not have given such 
evidence if he had had it, fur he was, 
both before and afer his conviction, 
promised a free and fuil pardon in 
that event. It could not be expected 
that a man guilty of a crime sucl as 
he was convicted fur, would withhold 
the evideuce, (if he had it,) which would 
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have preserved his own life; the 
wonder is—and be that much said to 
his credit—that he «did not perjnre 
himeelf to save his life. But behold ! 
no sooner was bis lips forever sealed 
in death, than several flaming con- 
fessione(?) were telegraphed from points 
near the scene, of his exeention, and 
soon after appeared in the hewspapera 


of the country. but unfortunately 
for the authors of these pretended 
dying confessions of John D Lee, 
they were full of c fl ctinyg statements, 
which alone is sufficient to determine 
their authenticity or worth, and stamp 
the fiendish character of their respect- 
ive authors! Such characters as hese 
have ever sought occasion against the 
people of God, anu have ever stood 
ready to make the most out of every 
circumstance that would tend to in- 
flime and embitter the pubi.c mind 
avainss them. 

Joseph Smith was forty-nine times 
prosecuted for alleged «ff-nces and 
misdemeanors by his enemies, and as 
times honorably acquitred, the 
charges against him haviuy imvariably 
been found to have been false and 
malicious, And when at last he was 
murdered in c ld blood, his enemies 
and murderers knew that be was inno- 
cent. They exclaimed with oaths and 
imprecatious, The law cium t reach 
him, but powder and ball mus: !”

One More. —A post-office has been established at Thistle Valley, Sanpete 
County, Utah, with Mrs. Sarah J. Hutchinson as postmistress. 


Tue Tempie.—There are a hundred and twelve men, all told, now at work 
on the Temple Block. The derricks and other apparatus are being placed in 
position, preparatory to commencing, for the season, the laying of a number 
of courses of rock upon the walls. The work is progressing finely. 


Weser Coat.—It is reported that the Union Pacific Railroad Company are 
laying a third rail on the Coalville and Echo road, with a view to using broad 
guage rolling stock upon it, and thus obviate the necessity of transferring the 
coal from one set of cars to another, at Echo. 


In Arms.—We have discovered another foundation for the reports of a 
prospective “‘ uprising” among the ‘‘Mormons.” Numbers of them can be 
seen daily upon the streets of the principal cities of Utah, in arms. Itisa 
ntable fact, too, that the class we allude to all belong to the infantry, and 
their name is ‘‘legion.” This thing must be stopped, if an army has to be 
sent to the Territory to inaugurate a contractors’ war, and make business lively. 


GRASSHOPPERS.—The grasshoppers are out in immense numbers in various 
portions of northern Utah, and the people turn out and fight them to the best 
of their ability. They are in portions of Cache Valley, Malad Valley, and 
have also put in an appearance, in large force, on the range between Kaysville, 
Davis County, and Hooper, Weber County We understand that the damage 
they have done so far is not very extensive, but the prospect of their being 
able to do a good deal before they get through is very fair. 


CoMPLIMENTARY.—By courtesy of President John W. Young, the superin- 
tenden's and teachers of the City Sunday schools took the Utah Western Rail- 
road depot for a free excursion to Lake Puiunt. Nearly 550 persons were pre- 
sent, being greeted by sweet strains of music from Olson and Wetzel’s bands, 
who, with their wives, were invited to participate in the day’s ‘‘out.” On 
arriving at the lake the large company occnpied themselves in various means 
of enjoyment, some betaking themselves to the hiyhest surrounding ‘‘ crags 
and peaks” to luxuriate in dazzling prospect of our beautiful inland sea and 
its surroundings.

On Saturday the 
speakers were Elders Franklin D. Richards, George Q. Cannon, and Presidents 
Brigham Young and D. H. Wells. On Sunday Elder Orson Pratt preached 
during the whole of the forenoon, and in the afternoon Elders John Taylor 
and George Q. Cannon and President Brigham Young preached. During the 
Sunday afternoon meeting, Elder George F. Burnham was called to goona 
mission to Arizona. On Monday forenoon the preaching was done by Elder 
Lorenzo Snow and President Brigham Young. A partial organization of a 
Stake of Zion was then effected, by the appointment of the following officers—

estimated to hold 2,500. It was crowded to excess, and hundreds were unable 
to gain admission. 


** Regarding the charges made against Attorney General Devens of being 
remiss in the prosecution of those accused of being connected with the Mountain 
Meadow massacre, it may be said that all of these offences are against the 
Territory, and not against the United States, and consequently come under the 
jurisdiction of the Territory of Utah. The sum of $20,000 was appropriated 
y Congress to be used by the Department of Justice in prosecuting those 
suspected, and this sum has all been expended. Another appropriation of 
$20,000 tor the same purpose will become available on the lat of July, which 
will be expended by the department as intended.”-- Washington Star. 


THat Trinity.—As a private citizen, we rather like Judge McKean, believ- 
ing him to be an honest and upright gentleman. But this impression does not 
obtain with all the Gentiles of Utah, and his appointment as one of the dele- 
gates to represent the Liberal cause at Washington will not meet with approval.
